ASMUSSEN also plans to sell 7000 tons to a 
London firm HEWS0N AERONAUTICAL CO., and 5000 tons to PHILLIPS BROS , , of 
Amsterdam. The West German firm will finance through Denmark, and \ht other 
two transactions are apparently to be financed through Zurich., 

The Embassy in Copenhagen has reported that although nothing is obvious]; 
out of order in these transactions, the amount of copper involved ana the 
general circumstances appear suspicious .
